ACTIVITIES 


Special exhibitions, organized by the Museum or circulated by other 
institutions, are presented throughout the year, along with a continuing program 
of films, lectures, and musical performances. The Museum also offers an 
extensive program of art classes, gallery talks, and related activities for 
adults and children. In addition, the Extension Division of the Department 
of Art History and Education provides displays for schools, libraries, and 
other institutions. 

OTHER FACILITIES OR PROGRAMS PREVIOUSLY UNMENTIONED 

Faci 1 i ties 

A three-story education wing, designed by architects Marcel Breuer and 
Hamilton Smith, was added to the Museum in 1970. This addition contains two 
large exhibition galleries providing more than 11,000 square feet of space for 
the installation of special exhibitions, a 750-seat auditorium, two 150-seat 
lecture and recital halls, ten classrooms, three audio-visual rooms, and offices 
for the Museum's education and musical arts departments. The Ernest L. and 
Louise M. Gartner Auditorium houses the McMyler organ. 

Programs 

Since the fall of 197^ the Museum has offered an advanced placement course 
in art history to Cleveland area high school students who after completing the 
course may take the College Entrance Examination Board's examination for advanced 
placement in art history. 

Since 1967 the Museum and neighboring Case Western Reserve University have 
operated a joint program in art history, with both Museum curators and university 

professors using the facilities and collections of the Museum to teach undergraduate, 
M.A. and Ph.D. courses in art history. 


REGULAR FREE CONDUCTED TOURS 


Groups of ten or more planning to the visit the Museum must 
make an appointment with the Museum's Department of Art History and Education 
at least two weeks in advance of their visit. 

Staff-conducted tours of the collections and/or exhibitions are 
available to adult groups of fifteen or more visitors. To schedule group 
visits write or telephone for an appointment.

Special tours for the deaf, blind, senior citizens, etc. are 
available and are also arranged through the Department of Art History 
and Education. Monthly gallery talks are offered with interpreters 
for the hearing impaired (usually the first Tuesday of the month at 
1 :30 pm) . 

The Museum is barrier free for the handicapped. 

ACCESS BY PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 

A rapid transit train system (exit at University-Cedar) and a number 
of bus lines connect the University Circle area with downtown Cleveland, suburban areas 
and Cleveland Hopkins International Airport. Taxis are available. A parking area 
is located adjacent to the Museum's north door entrance.

Photographs can be taken of works owned by the Museum. Works/exhi bi t ions 
which are on loan to the Museum can not be photographed. To use a tripod 
visitors must receive a pass from the Director's Office. Flashes/strobes 
are prohibited. 

GRAPHICS COLLECTION 

Due to fading caused by light, the Museum's prints and drawings are 
constantly rotated. Visitors can view specific works by making an appointment 
with the Prints and Drawings Department in advance of their visit.
